Police 
Chief asks 
for costing 
delay 

Innisfil and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Councils have 
received a request from new 
South Simcoe Chief of Police 
Rick Beazley and the Police 
Services Board, asking the 
Councils to "temporarily 
suspend the OPP Costing 
process” to give the Service time 
to identify and implement a 
number of efficiencies. 

In a letter to the Police Services 
Board, Chief Beazley identified 
his first few weeks with the 
South Simcoe Police Service 
as “a wonderful experience,” 
reminding Councillors that he 
had proposed an 18-month 
roadmap, to connect with the 
community and members of the 
Service, identify areas of fiscal 
efficiencies, and improve morale, 
as part of his mandate. 

“Clearly there are persistent 
legacy issues that are having 
a negative influence on our 
progress. Nevertheless, I am 
optimistic that morale will 
improve as positive relationships 
are built,” the Chief wrote. The 
“elephant on the table,” however, 
has been the OPP costing. 

The South Simcoe Service has 
been asked to provide the OPP 
with information on the cost and 
nature of the existing service,

soldier,” Brunelle said. Soldiers 
faced malaria and typhoid; heat 
stroke, hunger; and, if wounded, 
amputation. 

Most soldiers were unlettered - the 
army would enlist almost anyone 
who applied. “You need a thumb 
and finger, and two teeth that meet,” 
Brunelle said - the minimum needed 
to load and fire a musket. 

Brunelle was promoting the 
Bicentennial celebrations planned for 
this year, including a re-enactment 
and encampment planned for Innisfil 
Beach Park on Saturday, July 28 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., as part of the 
Celebrate Lake Simcoe Festival.

between the U.S. and Upper and 
Lower Canada back to where it was 
before the war began. 

There are those who describe the 
War of 1812 as a stalemate, as both 
sides traded wins and losses - and 
who state that, if there is a victory to 
be credited, it should go to Britain, 
not to Canada, because it was the 
British soldiers who carried the day. 

David Brunelle has a different view. 


Bay War of 1812 Bicentennial 
Committee, he points out that there 
were fewer than 2,000 British troops 
in all of the Canadas, and only 
200,000 to 300,000 settlers. 

If not for the volunteer Militias 
- including a Black militia, made 
up largely of freed slaves - and 
the support of Native warriors, it 
is unlikely that the British could 
have prevailed against the superior 
numbers of the American forces. 

The biggest sign of victory, says 
Brunelle, is that “We’re still here.” 

Brunelle spoke at the Stroud Public 
Library on July 4, talking about the 
impact of the War of 1812 on Innisfil 
and Simcoe County, and providing 
details of the soldier’s life. 

Although no batdes were fought in

Kaila Palser and Kavita Musty organized a food drive 
for the Helping Hand Food Bank at Bradford District 
Fiigh School, challenging the home room “Houses” to 
help Canadian citizens living in poverty, as part of their 
Challenge & Change Class. They awarded 5 points per 
item brought in - points that were added to the school 
year total. Students in the House with the most points 
won free tickets of the end-of-year BBQ, held June 20. 

A total of454 non-perishable food items were dropped 
off, and donated to the food bank on May 10. The pair 
also raised $110 for the cause, through a number of 
events - including cupcake sales. 

The food bank project was a semester-long assignment, 
in a course that challenges students to identify a topic, 
and make a difference in their community. 

"We did not focus on hunger in the community, but 
rather on poverty in the community, and Canada overall,” 
says Kavita. "We researched various facts and statistics 
on poverty in Canada, and came to the finding that 
hunger is one of, if not the largest obstacle that those who 
are impoverished in Canada must face. In fact, more than 
850,000 Canadians reach out to a food bank every single 
month. 

“It was due to findings like this and our research overall 
that the food drive had become a very important goal for 
us. We wanted to help ensure that the people of Bradford 
who needed a helping hand were receiving one, even if it 
be in a small way, such as some food to eat. 

Kavita, who was vice president of the BDHS Student 
Council, is no stranger to social involvement. She has 
been a host/MC and group leader at the United Care 
Leadership Conference in Brampton for the past 3 years, 
helping make others aware of the conditions of people in 


need, and how to help them. 

Now heading to Western University to continue her 
post-secondary school studies, Kavita hopes that the 
initiative she started with Kaila will continue - both 
within and outside the BDHS school community, “to 
positively contribute to ending poverty in Canada, or at 
least in our community." 

She adds, “We hope to have inspired others to keep up 
with things like this, to keep donating to the food bank 
and various other charities, or maybe even start their 
own food drive or other fundraiser to help fight against 
poverty. 

“With any luck, our campaign hopefully raised a lot of 
awareness, and got people thinking - which is always a 
great start. Hopefully, if people are more aware of the 
issue, then they will be more likely to get involved and do 
some good for others.”

Beached boat 

At about 7:30 a.m. on Sunday, July 8, South Simcoe 
Police received a call from a boater, reporting that his 
40’ Sea Ray boat had lost its anchoring point, and drifted 
overnight, coming to rest in shallow water just off Innisfil 
Beach Park. 

Police attended, and found that the vessel, which had 
no damage to its hull, was resting in approximately 18” of 
water - beached on a sandbar. South Simcoe’s Wardrop 
II was joined by the York Regional Police marine unit, 
but the police vessels were unable to free the grounded 
vessel. 

The area was monitored, and an anchor line was set, 
after all other attempts failed. The owner was directed to 
contact his insurance company, and make arrangements 
to have the vessel removed by a professional salvage 
company that was properly equipped and insured to take 
on the task. The boat was removed on Monday morning. 

Gun Call in Summerlyn 

South Simcoe Police attended Summerlyn Trail, just 
north of Tiger Trail Crescent in Bradford, after a security 
camera recorded four youths and 1 adult male in the 
location at approximately 11:15 p.m. on July 5. The area is 
currendy under construction for new homes. The security 
guard monitoring the scene advised police that one 
member of the group appeared to have a handgun, and 
entered a house still under construction. 

Police arrived and secured the scene, arresting two 
youths after they fled the residence. The other males 
evaded police, although the area was searched. Drug 
paraphernalia and trace amounts of cannabis were found 
inside the building that they had been using. The Canine 
Unit was called in, and a further 2 males, ages 17 and 18, 
were identified and arrested not far from the scene. These 
males subsequently directed officers to the gun hidden in 
a nearby park - a replica BB gun that the youths had been 
playing with. 

The youths were investigated and released to their 
parents; the 18 year old was charged as an adult with 
Engage in prohibited activity on private property, 
contrary to the Trespass to Property Act. Police continue 
to search for the 5th male involved. 

Theft, Breach of Trust 

On July 5, South Simcoe Police responded to a report 
of theft of funds from a local Bradford Charity. The 
Treasurer of the charity was accused of taking funds 
without authorization, and using a large sum of cash for 
her own personal use and gain. A 57 year old Bradford 
woman surrendered to police on July 6, and was arrested 
for Theft over $5,000 and Breach of Trust. She was later 
released on a Promise to Appear for Court on August 2, 
and an Undertaking with conditions. 

Impaired operation 

South Simcoe Police received a call reporting a possible 
impaired driver operating a red Honda Civic, eastbound 
on Innisfil Beach Rd. from Hwy. 400, at about 4:45 p.m. 
on July 5. Police located the vehicle at Innisfil Beach Rd. 
and Yonge St. in Innisfil, and spoke with the driver - who 
exhibited signs of alcohol impairment. The driver was 
arrested for Impaired, transported to North Division 
where he provided breath samples that registered over 
the legal limit. A 33 year old Orillia man was charged 
with Impaired and Excess Alcohol, given a 90 day 
administrative driver’s licence suspension, his vehicle 
was impounded for 7 days, and he was held until sober.
